Ferguson, the Spanish interpreter attach- 
ed to the United States Peace Commis- 
sion. ~The answer. of the Spaniards was 
so short that less than 10 minutes were 
consumed ,in rendering it into English 
for the Americans. 

The reply of the Spanish Commission- 
ers announced that they were authorized

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. case of 
Senator Quay and others, eharged with 
conspiracy in the misuse of the money of 
the State on deposit in the People’s Bank, 
came up to-day in the Court of Quarter 
Sessions, Judge Findletter presiding. 

The defendants were not in court, their 
interests being loked after by Attorneys 
E. Shapley and A S&S. L. Shields, 
Immediately “upon the opening of court 
Attorney Shapiey filed demurers to four 
of the five indictments found against the 
defendants by the grand jury and also 
filed a motion to quash the fifth indictment. 

Arguments on these demurrers Was pro- 
ceeded with by Mr. Shapley. In a general 
way the objections to the indictments were 
based on contentions of insufficient speci- 
ficat'ons, complete failure to charge any 
un.awful act and an absence of allegation 
that the defendants unlawfully obtained 
any money either from the bank or from 
any other source. 

If the defendants did, as the indictments 
charge, purchase stocks and bonds through 
Cashier Hopkins, as agent, Mr. Shapley 
claimed that no unlawful act had been com- 
mitted. He claimed that banks every day 
act as purchasers for their depositors or 
customers. Regarding the allegations re- 
specting the use of State moneys he argued 
that all money deposited ip a bank got into 
the general fund of the bank and that 
therefore the indictments are defective in 
charging misuse of State funds obtained 
from the Peoples’ Bank, whereas, if any 
monev was obtained from the bank, it wae 
funds of the Peoples’ Bank and not State 
funds. Furthermore, these State funds 
were deposited in the bank by various State 
treasurers in full authority of law.

And such a boom as the Register of Deeds 
Office of thie county had in chaitei moft- 
gages!

In January 
of this year the name of G. G. Gillett ap- 
pears on this index 124 times. 
the amount involved has been §$40,0v0 and 
over. Seldom has it been under $10,000. 

After winning in a few of his deals Gll- 
lett began to wear diamonds and expensive 
clothes. He would talk of buying anything 
in the cattle line that was to be bought. 
Money Was no object to him. He cut a 
swath like a Vanderbilt. He kindly let his 
fatner-in-law and his brothers-in-law and 
his brothers and a number of his neighbors 
in with him‘“in deals. And jt must be said 
they made money. Father-in-law Laum- 
baugh was very skittish about the specula- 
tions at firet, but after he had hauled in 
$ouu0 or so clear profit last spring and was 
able to clear up all his obligations against 
him and put money in the bank, his doubts 
vanished. He trusted ‘his gifted son-in-law 
in everything without question. He signed 
all the papers he was asked to sign, and 
never even read them. He was sure all was 
right, and he sat back waiting for his div- 
idends. What his signing has done tor him 
will be seen shortly. 

What was true of the father-in-law be- 
came true of all of Gillett’s relatives and 
connections. He let them all in. And most 
of them are now in. 

And Gillett beeame more Vanderbilt-like 
all the while. He got more diamonds. He 
used to carry a handful of gems loose 
in his pockets, and while conversing with 
commission men and others, woula take 
them out and carelessly play with them as 
other men play with kevs or a handful of 
‘jingle money.” It Lelped his credit, of 
course, but people never thought of that 
in the great days. The diamonds were-omy 
one of the ‘“‘king’s”’ extravagant fads. Then 
Gillett developed the private car habit, and 
soon he organized his famous Cowboy brass 
vand of twenty pieces. 

This aggregation he has taken with him 
everywhere the past two years. He took 
the whole outfit to the Fort Worth stock- 
men's convention on a epecial train, and 
put up at the best hotel in $5-a-day style, 
and the whole band was with him. 

The band he took with him on his bdbuy- 
ing trips to Texas and the dash he cut was 
wonderful to see—think of a bediamonded 
buyer who-took a full brass band with him! 
As for buying, he never haggled or beat his 
man down. “How much?” he would say, 
after looking carelessly over a herd of 
4000 cattle or so. “So much,” the owner 
would say. ‘‘Take ’em all,”’ the king would 
answer. ‘‘Have ’em ready to ship at such 
and such a time.’’ And of he would go. 
A little later he would negotiate a nice 
loan on the stock and pay for it. Buying 
was a joke to him. And the same extrava- 
gant largenéss was shown in everyth.ng he 
d.d. He bought buggies by the half-dozen. 
Harness the same way. He took life in- 
surance by the $100,000.

He is said to be the most heavily insured 
man in Kansas. He has now in force these 
policies:

New York Life, through its Kansas City 
agent, $100,000; Union Central, through C. 
C. Wyandt of this city, $100,000; Northwest- 
ern Mutual of Milwaukee, through its To- 
peka agent, $75,000. On many of the policies 
a premiums are paid six years in ad- 
fance, 

When he disappeared he had $20,000 in 
accident insurance, which he had taken out 
only recently... He went to C. C. Wyandt, 
a local insurance agent, about two weeks 
ago and asked for ‘all the accident insgur- 
ance he could get.’’ He said he’d like ‘“‘one 
Or two hundred thousand.” He got four 
$5000 policies, one each in the Aetna,. the 
Travelers’, the Fidelity and Casualty Co. 
and one in another company, whose name 
the agent does not recall. He paid the pre- 
miums for a year. 

It was the same way with fire and light- 
ning insurance. Agent Wyandt wrote him 
policies on ‘50 horses and 50 mules,"”’ on ‘'15 
wagons and buggies and 15 harnesses,”’ 
and so on. Within two weeks he wrote one 
$8000 fire policy on the ‘“‘king’s’’ new ele- 
vator at his Woodbine farm. He also car- 
ried a $100.000 fire policy on a lot of corn 
he had in Smith County, but this was some 
time ago. 

Giilett Is not such a man as would im- 
press most people used to refined city life 
ner would he be apt to get very mutch cred- 
it in any ordinary line of business. But he 
was a “cattle king,’’ and’ he did the part 
to perfection. That was the secret of his 
success. He was gs0 hearty and whole- 
souled about everything, so lavish in his 
generosity, so careless about things. that 
many people make much of, that he begot 
Similar~and yet greater carelessness in 
others. 

The enormous business deals of Gillett 
seem wonderful when it is remembered that 
four years ago he hung around the town 
of Abilene all summer trying to get the 
position of deputy sheriff at $50 a month. 


A HYPNOTIST AS A BORROWER. 


Among the paper of Gillett that is out- 
Standing in the hands of innocent purchas- 
ers is $300,000. the proceeds of the big deal 
in Oregon cattle made by Gillett a few 
months ago. In this deal Gillett borrowed 
$200,000 from different firms in Kansas City, 
and with it bought 15.000 head of Oregon 
cattle. Every dollar of that $300,000 was put 
into chattel mortgages on the cattle. These 
catle have been shipped to Kansas and are 
mixed up with Gillett’s herds at different 
Places here, and every dollar of the notes 
he gave for the $300,000 is in the hands of 
innocent purchasers. This would be all 
right if the cattle were here ready for mar- 

et, because then the commission men who 
held the mortgages would come in and 
rush their cattle to market and realize 
enough to meet the notes when they ma- 
tured. But the cattle are in no condition to 
market The money advanced was to help

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PHILIPPINE ANNEXATION ASSURED. 


The Spanish Commissioners having accepted the American 
terms the annexation of the Philippine Islands may now be 
considered an accomplished fact. 

It were,a waste of time to regret this step. We have got 
the elephant and we must now study how best to meet the 
situation and deal with the perplexing problems of govern- 
ment. | 

These are not simple. Questions of administration are com- 
paratively easy, but the revenue, the regulation of commerce, 
the relation of the islands to foreign governments and to the 
United States, the adjustment of the tariff in such wise that 
other nations may be satisfied without disparaging our own 
“intereste—these and a thous#nd more demand the best in- 
telligence of the American pe Most important is the fact 
that America is no longer isolated, but is in the thick of Euro- 
pean and Asiatio politics. 

If we work through this wilderness of unfamiliar politics 
without serious disaster we shall be fortunate indeed. We 
have acquired the habit of success during the first hundred 
years of natural life. It is to be hoped jt will serve us well 
in this emergency.

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POLYGAMIST ROBERTS’ EXCUSE. 


Brigham H. Roberts, the new Congressman from Utah, does 
not deny that he has three living wives and that he has 
practiced polygamy since Utah was admitted to the Union, on 
Jan. 4, 1896. 

The excuse Mr. Roberts puts forward is a plea against 
breaking up his interesting family, which was formed before 
the United States and the State of Utah prohibited polygamy 
in his old home. Mr. Roberts points out that he has “moral 
obligations,” from which no act of the State can release him. 

No one would question Mr. Roberts’ right to appropriate a 
portion of his income to the support of certain women and 
children for whose condition of dependence he felt himself 
morally liable. But this is a very different thing from continu- 
ing a plural marriage relation after it has been prohibited by 
the law. 

Mr. Roberts is evidently an unregenerate Mormon, who lives 
up to his given name.

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THE BESCH INDICTMENTS. 


In the opinion of ex-Governor Johnson, three of the indict- 
ments of City Register Besch for bribery in office are de- 
fective and will not stand the test of trial. The validity of the 
fourth is in doubt. 

If the trial should prove the correctness of this opinion, As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Hodgdon must confess either that he 
is incapable of drawing up a proper indictment, or that he 
knowingly and deliberately made the indictments defective 
for the purpose of defeating the ends of justice to protect an 
official of his own party. 

In the one case he is unfit for his office; in the other he is 
guilty of a greater crime than that of which Besch is accused 
—one of the greatest that can be committed, because it cor- 
rupts the springs of justice. 

In view of the tricks that have been played in the adminis- 
tration of justice in this city to protect influential ‘“wrong- 
doers, thé public will not be slow to arrive ata conclusion, if 
the prosecution fails on account of any blunders in the pro- 
ceedings. The prosecution of the case will be closely watched 
and failure to convict because of any trickery or avoidable 
mistake will meet with scorn and condemnation.

Breaking of Soft Ice at the Semple. 


Avenue and Scott’s Pond Precipi- 
tated Many Into the Water. 


Sunday was productive of two heroes. 
One lost his life to save a friend and the 
other risked his life to save two persons 
who had no claim on him except that of 
humanity. : 

John H. Long, 17 years old, was drowned 
at Scott’s pond, in South St. Louis, while 
trying to save his chum, August Axtheln.

He warned Axtheln, but the latter 
wanted one more round. On that last 
round the ice broke. 

Sam Cullman,living at 4501 Oregon avenue. 
Saw the accident and hurried to the scene 
with a ladder. Long crept out on the 


‘ice, pushing the ladder before him. Axthein 


grasped it. At this moment the ice broke 
again, and Long went into the water. 
He must have been seized with a cramp, 
for he rose only once. Axtheln, more 
dead than alive, was dragged out by sev- 
eral men who had hurried to the scene. 
Long’s body was recovered an hour later. 
His father is a baker at the House of 
Refuge. 


The accident at the Semple avenue pond 
involved more persons, but it is not be- 
lieved that any lives were lost. 

The pond is three blocks north of Easton 
avenue. About 300 persons were skat ng 
there. In the afternoon the ice had been 
softened by the sun. Suddenly 30 persons, 
men, women and ohildren. were precipi- 
tated into the water by a big break in the 
ice.

VICTORIA, B. C., Nov. 2.—Advices by 
the steamer Glenogie show that Japan 
has decided to resist Russian aggression.

In no play presented this season by the 
Imperial Theater stock company have their 
capabilities been shown to better advantage 
than in Hugh Conway’s “Called Back, 
which was givep its first production yester- 
day afternoon.

Mal- 
coim Williams had the part of Gilbert 
Vaugn. In his love making scenes Mr. Wil- 
liams was strong, but in the heroics he was 
artificial. Marion Elmore did a clever bit 
of character acting as the boarding-house 
keeper.
